These Ugancan patice a intelli 
agents attended the International Bo! ice 
Academy, ostensibly eer by the 
Agency for Inte cnal PeveLUP ten 
but secretly sepperted by the CLA. They 
retummed to Uganda to torture ang execute 
Amin's victims. 

THE ACADEMY was located in an old 
streetcar repair center in Georgetown, not 
far fram the gardened Cwellings where 
such W ashington eminences es Dean 
Acheson, Henry Kissinger and John F. 
Kennedy have resiced. More than 5,000 
police agents from 77 governments re- 
ceived training in “the Carbarn” be‘ore 
the operation was clas sed down under 
congressianal criticisin in 1975

the carly cays cf Amin’s regime, and a 
CIA Uzison officer was posted thse until 
the United States closed its embassy in 
1973.
